That Socialism is the ultimate aim 
of the Canadian Labour Party was 
the opinion expressed by Angus Mac- 
Innes, Labour member for Vancouver, 
in an exclusive Interview to a Dally 
reporter yesterday. Mr. Maclnnes, 
son-in-law of Mr. Woodsworth, and 
one of the four Labour members, 
discussed the aims and purpose of 
the Canadian Labour party. Al- 
though there are only four official 
Labour members In the present Can- 
adian parliament the party enjoys 
the active support and co-operation 
of twelve form- members, mostly from 
Alberta. 

The Labour party believes that all 
changes from the present system 
which is fundamentally unsound can 
^be obtained by constitutional meth- 
6^; i rfnirthls ' .^they ' sUffer jfrom the 
commmiistis; Mr.' Maclnnes expressed 
confidence that tjie Labour party 
.would ultimately secure a majority in 
the .. Canadian Federal Parliament, 
but said he could not be certain 
how long this would take. 

He believes that Mr. Bennett is 
sincere in his attempts to .cope with 
the unemployment sltuatloh, but ut- 
terly at a lossras'to what measures to 
adopt. He doe's nbt^beilcvo that tar- 
rlfs arc of .any help, in dealing with 
unempipymeht. In réply tO; a ques- 
tion .Mr; Maclnnes said . that . Mr.' 
Bennett's stand in disallowing a sec-' 
ond reading and debate on Mr. 
Woodsworth's bill to repeal Section 
98 of the Criminal code was contrary 
to Parliamentary procedure. 

Mr. Maclnnes urged . students to 
make a close study of Economics, 
and of Canadian and world problems. 
He spoke favourably of McGill Uni- 
versity and was about to express an 
opinion of the Economic Department 
when he was called by his wife, the 
former Grace Woodsworth, who is 
active In the labour circles. Mr. 
Maclnnes would have liked to divulge 
further on the labour party but the 
necessity of making his train to Ot- 
tawa where parliament is in session 
made this impossible.

hold in the curriculum of a modem 
university has for the past few de- 
cades been a source of difficulty and 
anxiety to educational authorities. So 
much so that at the request of 
many of the higher and more im- 
portant educational institutions to 
the United States the Carnegie 
Foundation for the Advancement of 
Teaching undertook to January, 1926, 
thorough tavestlgatlon . of the 
whole subject, of .athletics as they 
then existed to American and Cana- 
dian universities. This tovestlgatlon 
secured at the outset the willing co- 
operation of all the important uni- 
versities and higher seats of learn- 
ing to both, countries. It took more 
than three and a half years to com- 
plete, and was preceded by a visit to 
the more important institutes in or- 
der to establish a basis with which to 
compare .the conduct of atliletlcs on 
this continent. 

Fresh attention has been called to 
the advice in the report furnished 
by this Investigating Committee, and 
to the importance of authoritative 
supervision over intercollegiate ath- 
letics by the recent statement of 
the Associated Press tliat thirty-one 
students had net with fatal acci- 
dents durtog the past year while 
playing football. 

Outdoor sport, to the form of 
games which test skill s^nd endur- 

ail èngagtog to them. Under prop- 
er guidance, athletic ^rte should 
serve society to thé: physical and 
moral M^atolng of youth as well as to 
furthering" activities which, as a 
source of tocreased energy and 
strength, enrich life and add to hu- 
man happtoéss. 

British educators have for many 
centurlës"wîûîhly suppo'r{ëâ"game8 os 
a vital, force to th^ .education of the 
youth. For children over ten yeiùrs 
of ' age ttie supervision and regula- 
tion of sport has . been regarded as 
too Important to be left to chance, 
and all games to educational'' Insti' 
tutes have iieen carried on under the 
guidance - of teactiers. In tlie great' 
est number of schools and colleges 
to , America athletics' were for long 
regarded as i;)laylng a very minor 
part to education, and were left to 
great measure under the control of 
the students themselves, with the re- 
sult that of late years collegiate 
sport has aquired a definitely com- 
mercial aspect. This phase of ath- 
letics received special attention to 
the Foundation tovestlgatlon, and

As a resiUii of this developinént to 
university sport » great value has 
been placed on monetary returns and

considered by the Foundation to be 
obliterating the non-material advan- 
tages of athletics^ namely, the edu- 
cational value Of stimulation in . the 
individual student of courage, . quick 
thinktog, - keen co-operation, and 
honest play. The: desire to wta 'at 
any price has : given rise to many 
shady actions' tnf sport that liave a 
lowering tofidence on the charactelr 
of jhose erhploytog suoh tactics. 
Competitive sport should always call 
out air • player's resources, mental 
and physteal, but shoidd permlV at 
the same time honourabltj^^equrtesy' 
to his opponent. Unfafr^ïnlèhOds 
should be promptly condemned by 
all leaders of stwrt. The high emo- 
tionality associated With American, 
athletics must also be regarded as a 
mistake, and does not contribute to 
Just judgment. ' 

In the course of, this investigation 
other 'ilbiJses f w^^ exposed which 
were hi' gréât measure ' attributed . to 
failure on the part of university au- 
thorities to exercise, the supiervlslbn 
and guidance " whibl^,, shoijld, ^have 
been accorded 'tO^^oUëgii^îîç^^ 
of t^e inost imtMiiaht àbuîy'^^âsi^ 
from the; désiré of :èaéf î^^foS^ 
wto at any éost . wm' 'thé .rem 
and subsldlztog of young . aithletes^ for 
the college teams.

His ' presence 
tovokes concessions vnot :^onljr.; oa his 
entrance to the iudy^^ 'but ahnost 
without; exception ;at„ potot at 
which hé must meet académie re- 
quirements. Any assistance which 
gives an advaut^|tp-Bti athlete be- 
cause Of hâ^àlwèfié ability vitiates 
the toteliéetuai ' and mcatd altos of 
an tostitution, and the secrecy asso- 
ciated with such award aggravates 
the. effects. This abuse, which the 
Foundation thought had deoltoed to 
some extent, was found still to have 
the proportion^ of a luitlon-wide 



commerce, and to be destroying the 
best influences to college sport. . 

The Foundation's tovestlgatlon 
showed that ttie - proportion of stu- 
dents partiélpattog in major inter- 
collegiate athletics has remained for 
many years at about twenty percent 
of the total number, while the per- 
centage of those jtaking part to all 
the less strenuous forms of athletics, 
intercollegiate and totramural, has 
gradually risen from twenty to a lit- 
tle over shcty per cent. It also show- 
ed that . attiletics, well conducted, 
might be made to contribute signifi- 
cantly to the physical health of the 
students, but, as conducted at pres- 
ent, too few received benefits and 
too many incurred positive harm as 
the severe athletic practices to train- 
tog and play jeopardize the weU-be- 
tog and may threaten the life of 
the participants. Still further, col- 
lege athletics, as conducted today, 
definitely fail to many institutions

ANNAPOLIS, Md. March 19:— Walter 
Spence, member of the 1928 Canadian 
Olympic Team and now a sophomore at 
Rutgers, was the only swimmer to score 
a double victory to the annuàl cham- 
pionships of the Intercollegiate Swim- 
ming Association to the Naval Aca- 
demy pool here tonight Spence had it 
all his own way to the 300 yards med- 
ley todlvidual race and in the 440 
yards free style.
